MODIFY PROHIBITION 
OR SPEND BILLIONS, 
DECLARES BUCKNER 


Enforcement Official Asks 
More Power or Less 
Law. 


BACKS LOCAL OPTION 
AT SENATE HEARING 


G. E. Brennan Presents Fig- 
ures Showing Worse Con- 
ditions Since Dry Act. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
Modify the prohibition law or 
spend incalculable sums each year, 
$75,000,000 in New York alone, to 
enforce it. 

This, in a nutshell, was the rec- 
ommendation of Emory R. Buckner, 
United States attorney for the 
Southern district of New York, who 
concluded his testimony yesterday 
at the dry-law hearing being con- 
ducted by the Senate means com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Buckner’s sensational dis- 
closures of the breakdown of at- 
tempted enforcement were followed 
yesterday by an earnest appeal to 
the committee to either give prohi- 
bition enforcement officers the ma- 
chinery to carry on the necessary 
war against liquor, or modify the 
Volstead act, so that there might 
be cooperation between the Federal 
government and the States. 

The kind of modification which 

Mr. Buckner has in mind would 
permit each State to decide for 
itself what constitutes intoxicating 
liquor. This would provide the 
much-needed and so-far-unobtain- 
able partnership between the Fed- 
eral and State authorities in prohi- 
bition enforcement, Mr. Buckner 
contended. 
“If New York State adopts a 
standard of more than one-half of 
1 per cent, that would become Fed- 
eral law in that State,” he said, ex- 
plaining that the Volstead law 
could be so modified as to procure 
this result. 


Support for Edge Bill. 

After hearing Mr. Buckner’s 
statement, Senator Edge, who has 
a bill urging light wine and beer 
before the committee, said that 
this statement from prohibition's 
leading advocate of strict enforce- 
ment meant simply that sincere 
advocates of temperance now rec- 
ommended the very sort of State 
local option that was found in his 
bill. 

The alternative to modification, 
which Mr. Buckner’ suggested 
meant, Mr. Edge said, according to 
Mr. Buckner’s own figures, spend- 
ing so many hundreds of millions 
or billions of dollars a year, that 
America’s $11,000,000,000 due 
from foreign debtors ‘‘would soon 
sink into insignificance.” Follow- 
ing out Mr. Buckner’s detailed ex- 
planation respecting New York =» 
quirements, and applying even a 
small percentage of their cost to 
other States would make it cost the 
American people more each year 
to attempt seriously to enforce pro-

Blazing Oil Forms a Lake 
2 Miles Long as Tanks Burn 


Two Lives Lost and $15,000,000 Damage Done at San 
Luis Obispo—Second California,Tank Farm on 
Fire 250 Miles Distant. 


* 


San Luis Obispo, Cal., April 8 
(By A. P.).—As the second twilight 
of fire and smoke settled down to- 
night over the Union Oil Co. tank 
farm near here, six great reservoirs 
and at least seven smaller surface 
tanks were burning in the center 
of a flaming lake of oil that ex- 
tended for two miles in one direc- 
tion, and from 25 feet to three- 
quarters of a mile in the other. 

More than 6,000,000 barrels of 
oil, incapable of being salvaged, 
were feeding the flames, with an 
ultimate probable loss of upwards 
of $15,000,000. Two lives were 
sacrificed early today when A. H. 
Seeber, a civil war veteran, and his 
son, William F. Seeber, were killed 
in an explosion following the boil- 
ing over of one of the flaming res- 
ervoirs. Doris Seeber, daughter of 
the elder man, was slightly injured 
in the blast, which demolished their 
home 300 yards from the blazing 
oil. 

Oil fire experts, helpless in the 
face of the disaster, which is rated! 


as the greatest petroleum conflia- 
gration in the history of the Ameri- 
can oil industry, believe that the 
flames, which broke out when light- 
ning struck one. of the reservoirs 
yesterday, will continue for another 
four or five days, The fire cannot be 
subdued, they assert, It must burn 
itself out. 

A tremendous column of dense, 
blue-black smoke was rising hun- 
dreds of feet into the air and was 
fully three-quarters of a mile in 
diameter. 

Bursts of flame occasionally 
flashed across its sable sides and 
dull, muffled explosions that rocked 
the earth sounded intermittently. 

San Luis creek, at one place run- 
ning within 10 feet of the coast 
highway, tonight was a flaming rib- 
bon of light as the burning con- 
tents of the reservoirs poured along 
its bed.

Boy Otherwise Is Normal and 
Healthy, Assistant Navy 
Secretary Asserts. 


MAY BE BROUGHT HERE 


Rochester, N. Y., 
A. P.).—Two worried parents 
found their wandering, amnesia- 
stricken son in a hospital here to- 
night and ended in happy reunion 
a six-day search. 

The son was Douglas Robinson, 
21-year-old Harvard freshman, who 
had been missing from his Cam- 
bridge, Mass., rooming house since 
last Thursday. The parents were 
Theodore Douglas Robinson, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy and Mrs. 
Robinson. who had come from 
Washington to Boston and finally 
to Rochester in search of their boy. 
Robinson was picked up dazed in 
the street here this morning and 
was taken to St. Mary’s hospital. 

The amnesia failed, however, to 
prevent recognition of his parents, 
who reached here late this after- 
noon but it apparently has taken a 
week from his life. The parents, 
overjoyed at seeing him again, were 
warned.by physicians not to attempt 
now to draw out the story of his 
wanderings. They were able to 
iearn from the few questions per- 
mitted them that he has only a 
hazy recollection of a Cambridge 
street, last Thursday, then a blank 
until he saw two lights, apparent- 
ly those of an automobile and final- 
ly came back to realization of the 
present in St. Mary’s hospital. 

“My boy apparently is normal 
and healthy,’’ Mr. Robinson said 
tonight. ‘“‘But a week is gone from 
his life. He cannot remember how 
or why he came to Rochester.’’

Prohibition Agents W. R. Paget 
and James Falin discovered the law- 
breaking tree 6 miles from Dyer- 
ville. It is a redwood 24 feet in 
diameter. A hollow chamber in its 
base concealed a 50-gallon still, run- 
ning at full blast. Kerosene was 
used as fuel, and the slight- smoke 
disappeared through a flue amid the 
foliage. Bntrance to the chamber 
was concealed by a canvas painted 
to resemble the bark of the tree. 


BLANTON DEMANDS 
JAIL FOR FENNING 
IN HOUSE SESOION 


Texan Says Commission- 
er Was Investigated 
20 Years Ago. 


CHARGES FOLLOWED 
BY DEMONSTRATION 


Affidavits Cited in Allegations 
That Official Has Interest in 
Guardianship Ring.

Tracing the alleged activities of 
Commissioner Frederick A. Fenning 
for a period of 25 years, Repre- 
sentative Blanton, of Texas, yester- 
day submitted his caso to the House 
and demanded that the commis- 
sioner be put in jail. 

High lights of the Texan’s attack 
which at its conclusion caused one 
of the greatest demonstrations the 
House has had this session, were: 

Revelation that Congress investi- 
gated him and Dr. W. A. White, 
superintendent of St. Elizabeth’s 
hospital, 20 years ago. 

Charges that as a small salaried 
clerk in the pension bureau Mr. 
Fenning created the guardianship 
practice here and built it up to em- 
brace the present “ring,’’ which in 
the last four months has had ‘150 
human beings thrown into insane 
asylums—either Gallinger or St. 
Elizabeth’s.”’ 

That he has been instrumental in 
keeping sane persons in St. Eliza- 
beth’s and “robbing them while 
they were there.”’ 

That 20 years ago the “press of 
Washington was charging Dr. Will- 
iam A. White and Frederick A. Fen- 
ning with high crimes and misde- 
meanors. The Medico-Legal So- 
clety, composed of physicians and 
attorneys of Washington, was like- 
wise charging them with many im- 
proper practices.’’ 

Law Partner Acts. 


That when a mental patient was 
“grabbed” his law partner acted as 
attorney and received a fee as such 
and Mr. Fenning acted as guardian. 
receiving another fee, the whole 
being pooled under the partnership. 

That an investigation will. de- 
velop whether or not the commis- 
sioner and Dr. White have joined 
in real estate ventures and whether 
the commissioner is financially in- 
terested in the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Joseph B. Gawlers’ 
Sons. Mr. Blanton said he had 
been informed that this was the 
case, but the parties concerned re- 
fused to give him information on 
the subject.

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GERMANY UNABLE 
TO PAY, IS REPORT 


Can Not Meet Reparations 
Requirements, Interna- 


tional Chamber Says. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

As the “‘test year’’ of the Dawes 
plan approaches, Germany is not in 
a position to meet all future re- 
quirements, external as well as in- 
ternal, it was reported yesterday 
by the American section of the In- 
ternational Chamber of Commerce. 

If Germany is to pay its repara- 
tions, the report declared, she must 
recapture and increase her foreign 
markets. 

*‘Latest word from Europe indi- 
cates that this process is ‘in mo- 
tion,’’ it was stated, ‘“‘for it is now 
anticipated that the Dawes pay- 
ments for the second annuity year 
will be made entipery in deliveries 
in kind. 

“The test year, however, will not 
come until 1928-1929 and there is 
much authoritative opinion both in- 
side and outside Germany to the 
effett that the second annuity year 
represents about the limit of repar- 
ation capacity not only because it 
marks-Germany’s maximum export 
surplus, but likewise because it is 
the limit of Allied willingness to re- 
ceive payments in goods sa ro: of 
deliveries in kind.” 


COOLIDGE SAYS U. § 
WANTS COURT FREE 


Lays Press Building's 
Corner Stone; Urges 
Laws Be Upheld, 


NOYES ASSERTS CLUB 
STANDS FOR TRUTH 


San Domingo Journalist Tells 
of Mission to Advance 
World Accord. 


The United States is willing to 
take part in the administration of 
international justice by an indepen- 
dent international court, but re- 
fuses to be drawn into the political 
controversies of other nations, 
President Coolidge declared in an 
address yesterday when he laid the 
corner stone of the National Press 
Building, which is to be the $9,000,- 


northwest. 

The reservations with which 
America agreed to enter the World 
Court, President Coolidge declared, 
“adequately safeguard American 
rights and also tend to strengthen 
the independence of the court.” 

That the American government 
does not intend to become en- 
tangled in foreign affairs through 
entry into the League of Nations, 
or through the league’s domination 
of the World Court was emphasized 
by the President. 


To Avoid Interference. 


‘‘While we have clearly declared 
our wish to assist in promoting 
justice among nations, we have just 
as clearly declared our intention 
to refrain from interfering in the 
political affairs of others by refus- 
ing to adhere to the League of 
Nations,’” he told his audience of 
prominent officials and newspaper- 
men of the United States <nd South 
American countries who attended 
the ceremony. 

“It will be of great benefit, if 
the people can be informed that we 
take part in administering inter- 
ational justice because it affects us. 
We do not become involved in the 
political controversies of other coun- 
tries because they are none of our 
affair. 

“Our government has taken this 
step because it believes that it was 
the most practical method by which 
it could exercise its great influence 
in establishing the principle of a 
reign of international law under 
which disputes and difficulties would 
be adjusted, not by force, but by 
reason.”’ 

The President appealed to news- 
papers to promote good will and in- 
ternational 
move antagonisms which prevent 
disarmament. 

Wielding a silver trowel, furnished 
him by Secretary of Labor James J. 
Davis, the President spread the mor- 
tar within which was imbedded the 
stone emblematic of the occasion. 
A few taps on its top and side with 
the trowel, in true stone-mason 
fashion, and the job was finished. 

The President did not follow the 
usual custom of public officials 
when they lay corner stones and 
content himself with placing a few 
dabs of mortar, but made a com- 
plete job of it and the workmen 
present had only to push the sus- 
pended corner stone into place.

The Dutch vessel’s cargo is said to 
have exploded following the im- 
pact. 

Five members of the crew of the 

Standard Oil tanker O. T. Waring 
were missing tonight as a result of 
a series of explosions aboard the 
vessel in a dry dock here today. 
Twenty-nine others of a crew of 
200 were injured. 
- Newspaper men were rushing to 
Plaquemine parish by ldnd and 
water tonight to obtain details of 
the collision between the two ves- 
sels. Information received by other 
reporters in New Orleans indicated 
that some fifteen injured men had 
been removed to a hospital in 
Pointe a la Hache, and that others 
were being rescued from the water 
'at the scene of the disaster. 


100 Catholic Colleges 
In Mexico Will Close 


(Special Cable Dispatch. ) 

Mexico City, April 8.—Over 100 
Catholic colleges will be closed 
within two weeks because they will 
not conform to the law on lay edu- 
cation. It is reported here semi- 
officially that orders have been re- 
ceived from Rome to allow the 
schools and colleges to close rather 
than to exclude religious education. 

When the country was excited 
over the closing of Catholic schools 
two. months ago, the government 
gave 70 days for the schools to con- 
form with the law. 

Excitement among the Catholics, 
which partially had subsided, has 
increased tremendously in the past 
two days.

Fireman and Engineer of Ex- 
press From New York 
Among the Killed.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 8&.— 
Three - persons were killed and 
nearly 50 were injured when the 
New York-Atlantic City express of 
the Pennsylvania railroad was 
wrecked at Delair, N. J., 6 miles 
from Camden, at 5:20 o'clock this 
afternoon. The train, known as 
the “Nellie Bly,”’ and made up of 
eight parlor cars and a club car, 
left the rails on the sharp curve 
at Derousse avenue, Delair, 100 
yards north of the junction of the 
Philadelphia-Atlantic City line, 
with the branch leading from the 
Trenton division. 


The Dead.

Most of the seriously injured 
were riding in the first car, which 
telescoped into the tender and en- 
gine.

The train left the rails on the 
branch track, which is used by the 
New York-Atlantic City trains as a 
connection between the Trenton di- 
vision and the Philadelphia-Atlantic 
City line. 

On a Steep Grade. 


The branch line which begins at 
Morris is a stiff grade up to the 
junction with the Philadelphia-At- 
lantic City line. 

The branch line is used only by 
the New York-Atlantic City express 
trains. It was put in service simu|l- 
taneously with the opening of the 
Delaware river bridge and cut off 
considerable mileage in the hand- 
ling of the trains which make the 
150 miles from New York to At- 
lantic City in three hours, in com- 
petition with the Reading-Jersey 
Central service between the same 
cities. 

More than a score of passengers 
who received cuts and bruises were 
given first aid treatment at the 
scene of the wreck and continued 
to Atlantic City. 

Residents of Delair rushed to the 
aid of the wreck victims when the 
crash of the wreck was heard in the 
little town. Harry Thomas, a Penn. 
sylvania engineer employed in the 
Delair yards of the railroad, was 
the first to reach the scene. 

Using a shovel he dug the engi- 
neer and fireman from the wreck- 
age of the locomotive, risking his 
life in the clouds of live steam es- 
caping from the boiler. O’Connor 
and Rankin were rushed to the 
Cooper hospital in Camden, where 
they died in less than three hours 
later. Mintz was crushed to death 
when the first car in which he was 
riding telescoped into the wrecked 
locomotive. Other passengers in 
the first car crawled on their hands 
and knees out of the windows of 
the car. 


Fire in Car Put Out. 


Ambulancés were called from 
Camden, Burlington and Palmyra 
and the Palmyra and Delair fire de- 
partments put out a fire which had 
started in the first wrecked car, 
Railroad officials hurried to the.

BORLAND LAW CHANGE 
PLANNED BY ZIHLMAN 


20-Year Respite From Abut- 
ting Assessments Carried 
In His Bill. 

Modification of the Borland law, 
long sought by local interests, is 
provided in a bill prepared yester- 
day by Chairman Zihlman of the 
House District committee.

This was revealed, speakers before 
the American Oriental Society said 
today, through the translation of a 
tablet found in Nineveh by George 
Smith of the British Museum, and 
restored by Paul Haupt, professor 


of Assyriology at Johns Hopkins 
University. 

Prof. Haupt told members of 
the Oriental Society that the flood 
tablet was found in 1872. It had 
been deciphered previously by 
other Assyriologists, but the 
speaker said the recent translation 
was more comprehensive. 

Prof. Haupt’s translation relates 
how Noah cut down trees in the 
jungle and laid the frame of his 
ark, which consisted of six decks, 
divided, into seven compartments. 
After its cargo was taken aboard. 
Prof. Haupt said, two-thirds of the 
ark was under water. 

“For our food,” read Prof. Haupt’s 
translation of the tablet, “‘I slaugh- 
tered oxen and killed sheep——day 
by day. With beer and brandy, 
oil and wine I filled large jars, as 
with the water of a river.’’

Washington’s Order!y 
Book Sold for $2,850 


New York, April 8 (By A. P.). 
The orderly book from George 
Washington's headquarters § in 
New York during the summer of 
1776, was sold to William R. 
Woods today for $2,850, at the 
American Art Galleries, from the 
collection of the late William 
Green Shillaber, of Boston. 

The orderly book contains an 
order relieving the men from 
duty on Sunday so they might go 
to church and so overcome “the 
wicked practice of profane 
swearing and cursing, a vice 
heretofore little known in an 
American army.” 

There is also a memorandum 
deploring the mutilation of a 
statue of George III in “The 
Broad Way" by soldiers, al- 
though he did not “doubt they 
were actuated by zeal in the 
cause.”’ He suggested that such 
actions had “the appearance of 
riot,” and should in future be 
left to be executed “by the prop- 


er authority.”

A balance of $4,600,000 remain- 
ing after expenditures for construc- 
tion would be used to furnish an 
endowment for the maintenance of 
the museum during the 30-year 
period and for the support of the 
proposed archeological research in- 
stitute. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s purpose in 
making the donation is explained 
in a letter written by him to the 
King of Egypt. Its contents in 
part are as follows: 

“Your Majesty ——The present 
transition period in the nati®nal 
life of Egypt has necessarily created 
many new responsibilities which 
are to be met by the Egyptian 
people for the first time. Among 
these there is perhaps none which 
has aroused wider interest and 
sympathy among other peoples of 
the world than the responsibility 
for Egypt’s marvelous heritage 
from the past—a heritage of noble 
monuments which have in recent 
years attracted increasing numbers 
of interested travelers. 

“These visitors from all the 
world find in the Nile valley the 
common cultural ancestry of us all,

Gathering here to lay the corner 
stone of a great edifice, which is to 
be the home of the National Press | 
club, of Washington, naturally re- 
minds us that the press is one of 
the corner stones of liberty. This 
principle is recognized in the funda- | 
mental law of our country, which | 
kuarantees a full and complete free- | 
dom of our publication and distri- | 
buiion of.the truth. “The right to | 
have a fair and complete discussion 


bute of a free people. Without it 
the diffusion of such knowledge as 
is necessary to intelligent action in 
both private and public affairs would 
be impossible. Under American in- 
stitutions a corner stone which is 
dedicated to the press is likewise 
dedicated to the republic. 

Under these circumstances the 
most desirable results have been 
secured. The public press of this 


try it has ever been so successful 
and so: prosperous. In general, it 
is remarkably clean and wholesome. 
Because of these conditions it has 
come to have a great influence. But 
it likewise is charged with great 
responsibilities. 


Should Create Noble Opinion, 


It is my firm conviction that the 
press of this country is strong 
enough, independent enough, and 
influential enough, so that it should 
seek not to cater to a supposed low 
and degraded public opinion, but 
rather to create a noble and in-| 
spired public opinion. It ought to 
work In harmony with a great pur- 
pose, revealing to the people the 
progress of the development of a 
divine power. It should be the 
record of those mightly events 
which mark contemporary “history. 
While it is necessary at times to be 


the world of such true and accurate 
information as will tend to benefit 
and enlighten all peoples every- 
where.”’ 

In conclusion, he said: 

“In accordance with the degree | 
to which the news dispatches that 
emanate from this Capital city, 
measure up to the high standards 
of truth and accuracy, fairness and 
freedom from prejudice, to that de- 
gree will the readers of these dis- 
patches be guided in their ideals 
and aspirations.

guarantees’ its 
provision were 
our fundamental 
law, the press would not remain 
free for an hour. As an obligation, 
coupled with thé very greatest self- 
interest, the press ought always to 
stand as a supporter of the Consti- 
tution and as the firmest advocate 
of a reign of law. On that principle 
there should be no weakness and no 
wavering. It should advocate reso- 
lutely, and at all times, the observ- 
ance and the enforcement of the 
law. 


In our domestic affairs an exceed- 
ingly important principle to observe 
is nationalism. This ‘is all one 
country. We are all one people. 
While a proper pride in our own 
individual locality is both justifiable 
and helpful, it ought to be remem- | 
bered that each individual ROCRINS | 
is what it is mainly because it is an 


bitter partisanship with real 


triotism. 
In the field of our foreign rela- 


tions the attitude of the press be- 
comes of very great importance. 
The number of our people who 
learn of foreign countries by actual 
contact with them is comparatively 
very small. Even then, such 
knowledge probably relates to only 
one-or two countries. What the 
people of our country as a whole 
know of contemporary actions of 
other countries is gained entirely 
from the public prints. Of course, 
the press is justified in placing the 
very highest estimation upon Amer- 
ica. No one should complain be- 
cause our journalists represent our 
country as having the best of in- 
stitutions. They are the best for 
us. But this does not require that 
other countries and other institu- 
tions should be disparaged. 


International Friendship Needed. 


One of the very gravest responsi- 
bilities of the government is the 
creation and preservation of friend- 
ly relations with all foreign coun- 
tries. One reason for this is our 
foreign trade. It is true that we 
have the natural resources to make 
ourselves very nearly self-sustain- 
ing, but nevertheless our commerce 
with other nations in what we buy 
and sell is very large and very im- 
portant, both in the promotion of 
our material prosperity and as an

The press can be depended on to 
stamp out sectionalism and‘to ald 
in the elimination of ‘‘race hatred, 
class feeling and religious persecu- 
tion.” Its watchword, Mr. Coolidge 
‘feels, should be ‘tolerance,’ At 
home and abroad, and especially in 
the latter, the newspapers of the 
country have their task in assisting 
in bringing about most friendly re- 
lations.

paper of today is a mirror reflect- 
ing the passing events of the world 
and interpreting the world’s 
thoughts and ideals to many mill- 
ions of people, far more than can 
be reached through any other chan- 
nel. It has a mission to perform 
and that mission is usefulness to 
mankind. In rendering service it 
is necessary. for a newspaper, the 
same as for an individual, to make 
sacrifice, but such sacrifice should 
never be of ideals.” 

The club was congratulated for 
its enterprise by Col. J. Franklin 
Bell, District engineer commission- 
er, who at the same time made an 
appeal to retain as much as possi- 
ble the picturesqueness of the old 
Washington which was so ably rep- 
resented by the old Ebbitt house, 
which gave way to the structure 
now being built on its site. 

“Let us preserve the Washing- 
ton characteristics of which we are 
proud,” he said, “the parks, the 
trees, the beautiful natural scenery, 
the cleanliness—and build better 
where improvements can be made. 
We can build more attractive build- 
ings which. will harmonize 
more pleasingly with their sur- 
roundings. We can build a 
more sanitary city and one 
in which playgrounds for both 
old and young will be provided.

ritory applies with even more force 
to our population. The apparent dif- 
ferences of location, race, and cus- 
toms are not real, but artificial. No 
lasting progress can be built upon 
them. No appeal can be made to 
them which will accrue to the last- 
ing benefit of the human race. The 
progress of civilization is a progress 
all away from emphasis upon that 
which is accidental to emphasis 
upon that. which is_ eesential, 
When we wisely decided not to 
create those artificial barriers 
which are represented by orders of 
nobility, but to let true worth-create 
for all our inhabitants a universal 
class, we recognized one of the great 
truths of human existence which 
can not be too often emphasized, 
Americans are all privileged. 

Broadly speaking, all of these 
suggestions fall under the principle 
of toleration.. This means the adop- 
tion of a broad and generous spirit 
under which each may work out 
his own destiny in accordance with 
his own merits. Race hatred, class 
feeling, religious persecution, how- 
ever these may be exhibited, wheth- 
er under a form of law or through 
the force of public opinion, or even 
in defiance of law, have no justifi- 
cation in reason and are disastrous 
in their consequences. They dwarf 
and destroy those who permit them- 
selves to come under the domina- 
tion of these motives. Toleration is 
not a passive quality. It does not 
mean simply receiving the benefits 
of the tolerance of others, It is dis- 
tinctly an active squality which 
means bestowing upon ohters and 
thereby receiving ourselves the ben- 
efits of our own tolerance. 


Suggestions Valuable. 


No one can criticize journalistic 
efforts directed to the promotion of 
particular interests, but all that can 
be done without raising bitter an- 
tagonisms against other interests. 
It is impossible to think of political 
parties in these days without the 
support of a sympathetic press. It 
seems to me that in this fleld espe- 
cially the chief requirement will al- 
ways be for constructive effort. 
Rank partisanship very quickly 
falls into a distortion or a complete 
misstatement of the facts, accom- 
panied by arguments which lead to 
illogical and unsound conclusions. 
A very cursory perusal of our his- 
tory would convince any one that 
in the past there has been sufficient 
good in both our political parties, 
especially when they have been In 
power, to require a largé amount 
of printer's ink in its portrayal. It 
is improbable that a very similar 
condition does not exist at the 
present time. It would be: much 
more helpful to suggest what ought 
to be done than merely to find fault 
with what'is being done. It is very

World Court Reservations. 


Without a friendly attitude of 
mind on the part of our people, 


which can be very largely advanced: 


by the action of the press, all effort 
on the part of the government to 
maintain harmonious international 
relations will be of little avail. Of 
course the most worthy intentions, 
the best of sentiments, the highest 
ideals are not themselves sufficient. 
They must be accompanied by prop- 
er instruments and institutions. It 
is useless to love liberty unless we 
establish laws. It is futile to cher- 
ish justice unless we provide courts. 
Our country has lately recognized 
this important principle by signify- 
ing its determination to promote 
international justice by adhering to 
the world court. This has been 
done under reservations which 
adequately safeguard American 
rights and also tend to strengthen 
the independence of the court. Our 
government has taken this step be- 
cause it believed that it was the 
most practical methdd by which it 
could exercise its great influence in 
establishing the principle of a reign 
of international law under which 
disputes and differences would be 
adjusted, not by force but by reason. 
We ought to be ready to assume 
that in undertaking to discharge 
this same obligation other countries 
have been animated by the same 
motives which have inspired us. 
While we have clearly declared 
our wish to assist in promoting 
justice among nations, we have just 
as clearly declared our intention to

Goodwill and mutual prosperity

Speaking from a dais banked with 
the standards of all of the republics 
of the Americas in the hall of the 
Americas, the President ventured 
the prediction “that as a result of 
this congress the papers in the 
United States in the future will pre- 
sent a more complete and more ac- 
curate picture of the cultural and 
industrial progress of Watin-Amer- 
ica, and that the press of those re- 
publics will give to their readers a 
better understanding of the ideals 
and purposes of the United States.’’ 
“After all,’’ President Coolidge 
continued, ‘“‘we of the western 
hemisphere are one people, striving 
for a Sommon purpose, animated by 
¢ommon ideals and bound together 
in a common destiny. Unto us has 
been bequeathed the precious heri- 
tage and high obligation of develop- 

* ing and consecrating a new world to 

the cause of humanity.”

Your newspapers may do 
much to emphasize and make more 
effective the efforts of this organ!- 
zation to bring the United States 
and the Latin-American republics 
into closer- bonds of mutual help- 
fulness. 

Your visit to our country will, I 
trust, be beneficial to you by rea- 
son of what you may learn of our 
general mode of life. You will. 
come in contact with our industries, 
our universities, our political and 
our religious institutions. This will 
enable you,the better to interpret 
our ideals ih your future communi- 
cations to your own people. It will 
also providé an opportunity for our 
citizens to give you personal as- 
surances of the depth and breadth 
of the friendship which exists here 
for you and your people, and the 
earnest desire for a continuation of 
those friendly relations which are 
the result of commereial intercourse 
and mutual aspirations. 

It will also afford the occasion 
for the inhabitants of our country 
to learn more of what our sister 
republics are and what they repre- 
sent. It will give them an oppor- 
tunity to recall that the early in- 
habitants of colonial South America 
established ‘cehters of culture ear- 
lier than similar agencies were ¢s- 
tablished in English colonial pos- 
sessions in North America. No less 
than eight institutions of higher 
learning were founded*prior to the 
establishment in 1686 of Harvard, 
the oldest university in the United 
States. The Royal and Pontifical 
university of St.. Paul, in Mexico, 
and the Greater University of St. 
Mark, in Lima, both were chartered 
’| by royal decree in the year 1551. 
These institutions were intended to 
équip their pupils for the priest- 
hood, just as the first schools in 
North America Were designed pri- 
marily to train young men for the 
ministry. . 

Printing in the new world first 
appeared in Latin America. The 
| fret printing press this side of the 


modern cililization, oftentimes im-_| 


proving these improvements. 

In some measure this has been 
due to-the lack of information in 
our press. Some one has remarked 
there was a time when readers of 
our newspapers here might im- 
agined revolutions and volcanic dis- 
turbances were the chief product of 
Latin America. On the other hand, 
the readers of Latin-American pa- 
pers got little idea of our national 
life from the accounts of train 
wrecks, lynchings and _ divorces, 
which, it was said, constituted the 
principal news printed there about 
our country.

News Volume Increased. 


That day has passed. Since 1916, 
due to our increased cable facilities 
and the reduction of cable tolls, as 
well as the keen desire for more in- 
formation, the amount of news ex- 
changed between the Americas has 
been increased greatly, and its char- 
acter is more constructive. I ven- 
ture the prediction that as a result 
of this congress the papers in thse 
United States in the future will 
present more complete and more ac- 
curate pictures of the cultural and 
industrial progress of Latin Amer- 
ica, and that the press of those re- 
publics will give to their readers a 
better understanding of the ideals 
and purposes of the United States. 

The awakening of the spirit of 
independence in Latin America, just 
as the world was turning into the 
nineteenth century, inspired a liter- 
ature that ranks high in quality. 
This literary inspiration continued 
to be fed by the series of romantic 
events following independence, I 
can mention only a few of the many 
men of literary distinction whose 
works in time may become as well 
known to us as those of French, 
Italian, German and English au- 
thors, as we extend the study of 
Latin-American tongues in our 
schools. Among these are Domingo 
Faustino Samiento, of Argentina; 
Andres Bello, of Venezuela; Ruben 
Dario, of Nicaragua; Jorge Isaacs, 
of Colombia; Ricardo Palma, of 
Peru; Benjamin Vicuna Mackenna, 
of Chile; Jose Enrique Rodo, of 
Uruguay; Juan de Dios Peza, of 
Mexico; Olavo Bilac, of Brazil; Jose 
Maria Heredia, of Cuba, and Jose 
Joaquin Olmedo, of Ecuador. You 
will recall many~other brilliant 
namés. , 

One of our writers, after calling

,in Latin America amounted to 
| $3,760,000,0.00; in 1924, a trifle 
| over $4,000,000,000, and in 1925 
' was $4,210,000,000. In 1925 banks 
in the United States had some 40 
branches in various Latni-American 
cities. Figures compiled by our De- 
partment of Commerce show that in 
1910 our exports to Latin America, 
including the Guianas and all the 
West Indies except Porto Rico, 
amounted to $279,663,000 and our 
imports from there amounted to 
$408,837,000. Last year the exports 
were $882,315,000 and the imports 
$1,041,122,000. Our exports'to the 
lfour republics of Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, and Mexico increased from 
$141,615,000 in 1910 to $430,- 
211,000 in 1925. Our imports from 
these countries increased in this 15- 
year period from $217,240,000 to 
$569,771,000. It may be interest- 
ing to compare these 1925 figures 
with those for our total foreign 
trade in that year, which were: Ex- 
ports, $4,909,396,000; imports, $4,- 
227,995,000. Thus we see nearly 
one-fifth of all our exports went to 
Latin America and practically one- 
fourth of our imports came from 
there. While they have our mining 
and printing machinery, locomo- 
tives, sewing machines, cash regis- 
ters, phonographs, radio, typewrit- 
ers, and other implements, we need 
and have their very valuable raw 
| products. 


Cities Develop Rapidly. 


Their cities are developing as 
rapidly as our own, and some seem 
to have surpassed ours in the mag- 
nificence of their buildings and in 
the extent of their city-planning 
activities. If all our citizens here 
do not yet realize fully that Latin 
America is as progressive as the 
United States; and if some Latin- 
Americans, as I have been told is 
the case, are prone to feel that this 
country is interested in material 
things alone, I am sure it may be 
explained by the lack of that 
knowledge which comes from per- 
sonal contact through travel and 
by the mutual inadequacy of news 
reports of the significant facts and 
developments’ in the respective 
countries. With the increase of 
transportation facilities between 
our republics travel will increase. 
And there can be no doubt you 
publishers and editors are con- 
stantly striving to enlarge and im- 
prove your dissemination of vital 
news concerning the different peo- 
ple of the western hemisphere. 

No newspapers in the world have 
a higher rank th@h some of those 
in Latin America. I understand 
the amount of cable matter con- 
tained in our press for a good many 
years did not begin to compare 
with what was to be found in the 
pleading dailies of the southern re- 
publics. Several of these newspa- 
pers have buildings equal if not 
superior to those in this our coun- 
try. One newspaper in particular 
is notable for public service out- 
side the mere publication of tews. 
It maintains free legal and medical 
bureaus, showrooms for the dis- 
play of things intimately connected 
with agricultural, stock-raising and 
the chemical induétries:—- Also, it 
furnishes auditoriums for lecturés, 
plays, concerts and other gather- 
ings. It approaches a university. 

The high esteem in which these! 
papers are deservedly held 
throughout the world has been 
built up by the character of the 
men who have guided them. It is 
particularly gratifying :to have 
present at this gathering men 
whose character and reputation are 
recognized internationally, includ. 
ing one who bears a name which 
for three generations has stood for 
the best in journalism.

AGRICUL/TURAL COSTS, 

The testimony of Chairman Marvin, of the 
tariff commission, throws some light on the 
reason for two different reports to the Presi- 
dent on the sugar investigation. Two com- 
missioners wanted to include in ‘‘cost of pro- 
duction” what is known as “agricultural 
costs,’’ while three commissioners, who signed 
the majority report, did not include ‘‘agricul- 
tural costs.” This appears to be the meat of 
the whole controversy. 

Obviously, if agricultural costs are included 
the difference between the cost of production 
in Cuba and the United States is greater and 
consequently the rate of duty needed would be 
higher. The report of the majority therefore, 
without counting agricultural cost, justified 
less import duty on Cuban sugar. 

The failure to include agricultural costs 
brought to the White House and the commis- 
sion many protests against a reduction in the 
rate on Cuban sugar. Agricultural costs ap- 
pear to be essential in ascertaining cost of 
production of all commodities grown from the 
soil. ‘Raw ‘materials’ have no existence, af- 
ter labor of any sort has been employed. The 
of production begins when the ground 
is broken. If agricultural costs are not in- 
cluded, the farmer is cheated: for commodi- 
ties directly out of the ground are the farm- 
ers’ finished products.

A BLOW AT AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


In a recent opinion in answer’to an official 
inquiry from the Secretary of Commerce, At- 
torney General Sargent has thrown a bomb 
into the Shipping Board and into every Ameri- 
can firm or corporation engaged in transporta- 
tion by water. 

Early in January the opinion of the Attorney 
General was asked as to the right of an Eng- 
lish corporation, known as the Anglo-Mexican 
Petroleum Co., Ltd., to purchase gasoline in 
California and to transport it in a British 
tanker to New Orleans, there to’ be unloaded 
and mixed with a different grade of like 
product, then to ship the mixed fluid in the 
same vessel to the port of ultimate destination 
in England. The question for the Attorney 
General to pass upon was whether in thus 
unloading the original cargo in an Americ 
port the British shipowners would be guilty 
of violating section 27 of the merchant marine

the opinion the chief officer of the 
government can only be reversed by the Su- 
preme Court. and to get the question before 
that tribunal would require several years, in 
all probability, it is the purpose of American 
shipowners to attempt to secure legislation 
during the present session which will more 
clearly define the meaning of the present law 
and definitely prohibit the transportation of 
American products in foreign bottoms -when 
such transportation contemplates the breaking 
of the continuity of the voyage for any pur- 
pose involving the unloading of the cargo.

VANISHING VETERANS. 

The average number of deaths of veterans 
of the civil war during the seventeen months 
ended March 31, as reported by the pension 
office, was 1,710 each month. Twenty-nine 
thousand and ninety-one of the youths who 
responded to Lincoln's call were stricken from 
the muster rolls in that short period. Those 
who are still living average 83 years of age. 
There are, or were on the ist of this month, 
114,657 still on the pension office list. 

The House on Monday passed without a 
dissenting vote the bill to increase the pen- 
sions of the veterans of the Spanish war. But 
it has been impossible thus far to induce the 
committee’ on invalid pensions, of which Mr. 
Fuller, of Illinois, is chairman, to report the 
bill to render justice to the remnant of that 
grand army who for four grueling years 
fought that the republic might continue to 
exist. The average pension allowed these vet- 
erans is $50 a month. They can not possibly 
feed, clothe and shelter themselves on such a 
pittance. They are entitled to more generous 
treatment by the Congress which has been so 
generous to itself in the matter of salaries and 
allowances. ; 

Chairman Fuller, smarting under the criti- 
cism of a newspaper devoted to the interests 
of these veterans, and of which Gen. John 
Clem is one of the editors, so far forgot him- 
self in the discussion of pension matters on 
Tuesday as to refer to the “‘drummer boy of 
Shiloh’’ as a “‘tin soldier.’”’ Mr. Fuller has 
declared that he himself was too young to 
engage in the civil war. Yet he is three years 
the senior of ‘Johnny Clem,” who enlisted 
when he was 10 years old and won his ser- 
geant’s chevrons before he was 15. The chair- 
man of the invalid pensions committee, which, 
according to his statement, is to meet this 
morning. can best refute the charge that he 
is responsible for the delay in giving the vet- 
erans of the civil war the means to live decent- 
ly by reporting the Elliott bill to the House. 
Then, by putting his shoulder to the wheel, 
justice may vet be meted out to the men whose 
muster roll loses more than half a hundred of 
its numbers every time the sun sets.

Brea, Calif.. April 8 (By A. P.). 
Upon a fickle wind tonight depended 
whether an oil fire, started - by 
lightning today on a Union Oil Co. 
tank farm here, could be confined 
to the two huge reservoirs already 
ablaze. 

The fire was the second on a Cali- 
fofnia storage place of the oil con- 
cern within 36 hours, the San Luis 
tank farm being on the road to de 
Btruction tonight. Both fires ware 
eet by lightning. 

Each of the burning reservoirs 
here has a capacity of 750.000 bar- 
rels. One boiled over late today, 
*pilling the flaming oil in a broad 
stream down a nearby arroyo. 

A cloud of flame and smoke was 
swirled by a high wind ewer a clus- 
ter of 20 or more homes to the east 
of the reservoirs. To the west of 
the blazing pools re two other res- 
ervoirs of 750,000 barrels capacity 
each, one of 1,900,000 barrels ca- 
pacity and 25 surface tanks of 55.- 
P00 barrels each and three tanks 
of distillate, kerosene and gasoline, 
of 10,000 barrels each.

New York, April 8 (By A. P.). 
Secretary of the Treasury An-

Committee Room Crowded. 


Mr. Brennan did not take the wit- 
ness stand, as Julian Codman, coun- 
sel for the advocates of modifica- 
tion, desired to devote the time to 
completing Mr. Buckner’s testi- 
mony. There was the usual packed 
committee room. Toward the close 
of the hearing, Senator Means ex- 
cused himself and asked Senator 
Walsh to act as chairman. Mr.

At the beginning of the hearing 
Senator Walsh said that some of his 
correspondence made reference to 
newspaper reports indicating that 
he had been discourteous to Senator 
Bruce by leaving the room while 
the senator from Maryland was 
making his opening attack on the 
prohibition law.

Buckner, who then admitted that 
this was his proposition. 

“TI think, beyond doubt,’’ Senator 
Reed ‘said, ‘“‘we ought to abolish 
every Anglo-Saxon right in order to 
prevent the sale of a glass of beer.”’ 

Mr. Buckner replied to this by 
stating that he couldn’t enforce the 
prohibition law unless he had the 
machinery for trying offenders and 
he couldn't ‘have the machinery 
without abolishing jury trials. 
“That’s simple enough,” he said. 

“Yes, it’s simple enough for the 
prosecutor,” said Senator Reed, 
“but how about the poor devil who 
comes up before him?’’ 

Mr. Buckner replied that he was 
concerned only with the viewpoint 
of the prosecutor. 

“Yes,”’ said Senator Reed, ‘‘but 
you are not only a prosecutor, Mr. 
Buckner, but a citizen of the United 
States. And a very influential cit- 
izen,”’ the senator from Missouri 
added. 


New Courts Wanted. 


The question of present machinery 
for prohibition enforcement in New 
York and the machinery which Mr. 


Buckner regards as essential then |, 


came up. There should be at least 
seventeen new courts created, he 
said. There are needed three courts 
in Manhattan, three in the Bronx, 
three in Westchester and one court 
in each of the counties running up 
to Albany, he satd. This plan is 
based on the Federal police court 
idea, which eliminates trial by jury. 

“Suppose you had jury trials, 
how many would it take?” asked 
Senator Reed. 

Mr. Bukner replied that his in- 
vestigation showed it would take 
five times as many courts, or 85 ad- 
ditional Federa) judges. 

Asked how many of these 86 
judges would be necessary in case 


there wag no prohibition law, Mr. 
Buckner said 6 or maybe 5 or 4 
judges. 

“We want in each of the 17 
courts 2 assistant district attor- 
neys,”” Mr. Buckner’ continued, 
“and a court stenographer in each 
court, and 100 additional deputy 
marshals, which is a conservatfve 
estimate, and 1,500 agents as a 
minimum.” 

The prohibition agents would 
have to be paid a living wage, Mr. 
Buckner added. At present, he 
said, they do not get enough to live 
in tenements. 

“They do not get a living wage,” 
he said. ‘Yet there are constant 
applicants for the jobs and those 
who are discharged are constantly 
trying to get back.”’ 

“Why?” snapped Senator Reed, 
with a suddenness that interrupted 
the trend of Mr. Buckner’s expla- 
nation. 

“Why, what?” said Mr, Buckner. 

“Why do these men want’ these 
jobs that they can live on?’’ 


Refuses to Answer. 


Mr. Buckner hesitated and then 
said he could not discuss that. But 
Senator Reed insisted that there 
was something unusual about men 
clamoring for jobs that don’t pro- 
vide them with a living. 

“What salary would they have 
to have to put them beyond tempta- 
tion?’’ he asked. 

Again Mr. Buckner asked to be 
excused from discussing this. He 
would put his men in jail to the 
limit of the law if he found they 
were being corrupted, he said. 

He added that he was unable to 
get the necessary evidence, even 
when he promised immunity to 
bootleggers if they would tell him 
what agents they had paid money 
to for protection.

PROFIT TAKING SETS IN 


New York, April 8(By the Asso-| 


ciated Press).-—They buying power 
which has carried bond prices for- | 
ward at a rapid pace for several, 
days began to show signs of ex- 
haustion today, and the market de- 
veloped pronounced irregularity. 
Contributing factors to the unset- 
tlement were the downward drift of 
stocks and the disposition of pro- 
fessional tradera to take profits in 
some of the recent strong points. 

Buying of several railroad bonds, 
notably the Van Sweringen issues, 
was stimulated by special develop- 
ments of a favorable nature. An- 
other indication that the Nickel 
Plate merger plan would be rebuilt 
Was given by the agreement be- 
tween the Chesapeake & Ohio mi- 
nority stockholders and the spon- 
sors of the consolidation. Nickel 
Plate and Erie obligations respond- 
ed with brisk rallies. The demand 
in this geod also embraced Great 
Northern ies, Chicago & Western 
Indiana 4s, V salavitic & Nashville 
5s, Union Pacific first 4s and Wa- 
bash first 5s. MIllinois Central re- 
funding 5s and lowa Central 4s 
were heavy. 

Oil company liens drifted lower 
in the face of advancing gasoline 
prices. Part of the selling was at- 
tributed to reports that the com- 
pletion of pending mergers was be- 
ing delayed by the Federal investi- 
gation. Skelly, Sinclair and Pan- 
American convertibles moved down- 
ward with the shares of these com-
